ty. Participating in last 
week’s survey were Don 


. Smock and Tom Carlson of 


the D.N.R. and Dr. Ted 
Black, a noted or- 
nithologist from Lansing. 

The Kirtland warbler is 
an endangered species 
whose population has 
dropped from 1000 pairs in 
the early ‘60s to its current 
level of about 200. 

Despite the fact warbler 


nests produce 2-4 birds per 
year, no apparent reason is 
known for the lack of 
population increase. ‘‘We 
just don’t know why the 
population has remained so 
stable,’ said Perez 
following the recent sur- 
vey, “we had 201 pairs of 
birds in 1971 and it looks 
like it’ll be about the same

His of- 
fice was an apostle or sent one 
with a special message.

The recipients of this epistle 
were the churches of Galatia. This 
must bother many people in the 
20th century who no longer find 
any necessity~ for attending a 
local church. Anyone who sinned 
by not attending a local church in 
Galatia, would have missed this 
important message from God. 
People today in Grayling who 
refuse to attend a Bible teaching, 
Bible preaching church will an- 
swer to God for the sins of 
ignorance of His Holy Word when 
they face Him face to face. 

The greeting is customary, 
beginning with God’s Grace or 
unmerited favor toward us, and 


the resulting peace which it 


produces within our hearts. It is 
this grace that assures us we are 
saved. ‘‘For by grace are ye saved 
through faith; and that not of 
yourselves; it is the gift of God: 
Not of works, lest any man should 
boast.” Eph 2:8, 9. Faith is that

As the first holiday weekend of 1979 
got underway, the huge jet lumbered 
down the runway at O'Hare.’ Field in 
Chicago. Without warning, one of its 
hree engines somehow became disat- 
tached, and the plane, like a giant, one- 
winged bird, plunged to the ground." 

It was the worsi air disaster in United 
States history; everyone on the plane, 
passengers and crew, was killed, as well 
as several uninvolved individuals on the 

@ground—some 274 persons in all. 

The world was shocked, rightfully so. 
Federal investigate teams converged on 
Chicago, as the cleanup crews picked’. 
through the grisly debris. - 

Steps were taken to protect other 

_, airliners and other passengers and crews. 

*All DC-10 models on all domestic airlines 
were ordered to thé ground, and held 
there until cleared by intense inspection. 

These were proper steps, ‘and well ac- 
cores by the airlines and the public as 
well. 

Eventually, reports will be issued. 

Possibly longer-term corrective steps will 
be taken. Perhaps mechanical changes 
will be recommended in the design of the 
DC-L0, or perhaps in the functioning of all 
models of that huge jumbo jet now in ser- 
vice. ry 

Ry Whatever comes ‘out of the in- 
vestigations, the corrective measures 
likely will be embraced by all concerned, 
even though they may be difficult to im- 
plement and expensive, too. After all, 
human life is involved. After all, 274 per- 
sons were killed in the Chicago crash, 

& perhaps unnecessarily. ‘ 

“= All of these events have been properly 
chronicled in the nation’s press. The air 
tragedy on the Friday which began the 
long Memorial Day. weekend has received 
considerable public exposure, and 
properly so. 

‘@: Meanwhile, in some other quarters of 
‘this nation a few days after the crash, 
congratulations seemed in order. 

The National Safety Council had 
predicted between 500 and 600 in- 
dividuals would be killed in auto acciden- 
ts over the Memorial Day weekend. 

Instead, only 440 persons died on the

It makes you wonder. 


Sen. S.J. Hayakawa of California seems 
bent on nudging into political folklore. 

The conservative Republican is rather 
flamboyant in some of his campaigning, 
affecting a tam-o-shanter for headgear on 
occasion, for example. He's also becoming 
known for his proclivity to snooze during 
speeches, debates and other public oc- 
casions. 

Now comes what could turn out to 
become his key to lasting fame. Sen. 
Hayakawa has an answer to the gasoline 
shortage: Let the price rise until it 
reaches a level which reduces the number 
of buyers willing to pay the price. 

In itself, that’s not a novel approach; 
it's a fairly common application of the 
general rules of the marketplace. Sen. 
Hayakawa feels if gas prices hit $2 or 
even $3 a gallon, the wealthy could still 
afford to buy, but the poor would be 
discouraged, thereby making enough gas 
available for those who want it. 

“The important thing is a lot of the 
poor don’t need gas because they’re not 
working,” Sen. Hayakawa said. 

His comments, naturally, were likened 
to the famous line attributed to Marie 
Antoinnette, when she was asked how the 
poor would get enough bread to eat...‘‘let 
them eat cake.” ; 

Sen. Hayakawa will. achieve political 
legend all right, in my view. If he doesn’t 
achieve immortality by his public 
snoozes, his attitudes on social economics 


, will get him there.

What’s it Like To 
.. Have A Chimney Fire? 


It’s no fun. If it doesn't burn the house down, it 
will probably wreck your chimney and scare you half 
to death, Here's how it happens. 

Begin with one dirty chimney—let's say a 
fireplace not cleaned for a couple of years. The soot 
lining the chimney flue is saturated with flammable 
stuff called creosote. (More detail on creosote is 
availabel in any dictionary.) It doesn't take much to 
ignite creosote—a newspaper fire sending flames up 
to the damper is enough. : 

Once kindled, creosote burns with joyous aban- 
don. In a matter of seconds the: fire spreads up 
through the flue creating a draft that only helps 
things along. At this point your average chimney fire 
begins to roar and howl. sending the occupants of the 
house running for cover. 

If you run, you'll be treated to a real fireworks 
show. As the creosote fire builds and intensifies the | ¥ 
heat melts the mortar between the brick. The red-hot 
mortar actually drips into the flue, only to be caught 
up in the tremendous updraft, and these little fire a 
balls* shoot out the chimney and onto the roof. If ; 
you're lucky, the chimney will fall apart destroying He 
one end of the building—if you're not, this miniature 
volcano can bring the whole house down. 

However, if you stand your ground, a chimney 
fire can be controlled. Put out the fire in the fireplace 
with an extinguisher or sand. Cover the opening with 
a wet blanket, call the fire department, and hope for 
the best. But it should be pointed out that having 
your chimney cleaned is a lot easier on the nerves 
than the sand and wet blanket method., .

Another im- 
portant factor is the ability 
to recognize the sound of a 
singing male trying to at- 


tract a mate. (The ability to . 
plunge through thick jack-- 


pine over mile-long strips 
also helps as this reporter 
sorely confesses). 

Team members are 
assigned survey areas and 
strike out, hoping, as they 
stop and listen every 30 


; yards or so, to hear the 


sound of a male warbler at- 
tracting a mate. The sound 
is unique and not unlike 
other warbler bird music. 
But those who are familiar 
know when one is heard 
and the location is 
carefully plotted. Sur- 
veyors last year located 81 
birds in this area nesting in 
the jackpine areas they 
prefer to occupy, reside and 
establish as  ‘‘their 
territory’’. Researchers 
agsume a male is accom- 
panied by a neighboring 
female. 

The warblers, verging on 
the extinct list, migrate to 
the Bahamas for the win- 
ter, leaving here after 
raising their young, 
sometime around mid- 
August. Perez said they 
return here early in May to 
nest in the jackpines to 

~ raise their young. 

Perez indicated that 
while state officials are 
responsible for the 
population count, a num- 
ber of interested private 
citizens are also involved in 
the census, one of whom is 
Dr. Black who helped in 
the Fletcher warbler hunt. 

Although a final bird 
count is still undetermined, 
it appears it'll be about the 
same as last year, some 200 
pairs. 

It’s a tedious and time- 
consuming task, but im- 
portant enough to conduct 
on an annual basis, Other 
warblers have been located 
in Oscoda, Ogemaw and 
Roscommon counties, but 
their predominance in nor- 
thern Michigan is in the 
Crawford County area. 

Male Kirtland warblers 
have been known to have 
two “‘wives’’ during the 
Mating season and defend 
their territories by loud 
and persistent singing. 

The D.N.R. and. other 
agencies involved in the 
warbler search go out early 
on a morning conductive to 
a trek through the thick 
jackpine in which the hirds 
choose to reside. 

This is a statement 
summarizing the activity 
of the unusual bird 
‘prepared by Harold 
Mayfield in 1960: ‘‘In 
suinmary, the nesting 
requirements of the Kirt- 
land Warbler may be des- 
cribed as follows: extensive 
stands of small coniderous 
trees, growing thickly 
enough for the branches, to 
interlace, but interspersed 
with generous openings; 
the trees. must have live 
foliage reaching down to 
the ground cover; the 
ground cover must be short 
but, at least in places, fair- 
ly thick; and the soil must 
be dry and porous.’’ That 
pretty much tells the story 
about why we have the 
Kirtland Warblers here in 
Crawford County.
